Guide and Soout 


l>urlng\the Civil war Goodnight 
as a guide and scout for a fron- 
tier rsgimfot, and while he was ab- 
sent tnaratiding Indians and the 
etsnenta tc*k their toll of cattle. 
Be soon formed a partnership with 
Oliver Loving, and driving a herd 
over what became known as the 
Loving Trail Che partners sold sev- 
eral thousand cattle at Fort Sum- 
rier, N. M., for 8 cents a pound. The

f'-idrtre Indians attacked them and 
itampeded the cattle. Three hun-

escaped. 


A few days' later, with one man,

"I reckon I've been shot at and 
missed more times than any man 
livln', but I wouldn't say so because 
nobody would believe me and I 
wouldn't blame "em," he once said. 
"There Is so much hot air about 
\e pioneer days. It's a nuisance 
t» be a frontiersman." 
He had his own recipe for treat- 
Ing arrow wounds. Once a. mem- 
ber of the trail driving expedition 
Goodnight led was shot In the back 
of the head. Goodnight pulled out 
the arrowhead, treated the wound 
and the man recovered. 
"I put good cold mud on 
the 
wound," Goodnight said. "There Is 
no better disinfectant." 
Despite his many conflicts with 
Indians, Goodnight had only one 
notch on his gun, that notch rep- 
resented a member of the Tonka- 
way tribe which held the belief, 
Goodnight declared, that eating hu- 
man flesh would make them brave. 
Colonel Goodnight's 
fiist wife 
died'four years ago. The Colonel 
celebrated his ninety-first 
birth- 
day by marrying Miss 
Corlnna 
Goodnight, of Butte, Mont., then 26 
years old.

CO-OPERATIVE MARKETING 
* 
BODY TO HANDLE COTTON 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 12.—<fh- 
Ground work laid, a delegation of 
six men today began the task 
of fashioning the 
structure of 
what is planned to be the largest 
co-operative marketing organiza- 
tion ever attempted—a 30,000.000 
central agency to finance the Dan- 
dling of cotton 
In 15 southern 
and western states. 
Decision to create the central- 
ized organization was reached late 
yesterday at a conference here 
between members of the federal 
farm board and directors of .co- 
operative 
and 
growers' 
aMOcla- 
tfons In the Cotton Belt States 
of the south and west. 


A general committee -of 21 will 
serve as the directorate of the 
agency, which must be in oper- 
ation and its first general meet- 
ing held prior to July 1. 
With support of the farm board, 
the organization contemplates a 
loan fund for its stock holding 
members or their subsidiaries, to 
finance the movement of crons 
to market, or "any proper activity 
necessary to the free delivery, 
handling or marketing of cotton 
or cotton seed or their by-gro- 
ducts." 
The agency will coma into ex- 
istence through the transforming 
of the American Cotton Growers'

Religion Has Somewhat to Say 


On Day's Industrial Problem 


•Timeliness of Sunday School Lesson Which Many 
' 
Millions Will Study — Christianity's word 
v 
to Employer and to Employed.

I recently found myself an Invol- 
untary listener to a rather loud 
conversation, between three elder- 
ly men, evidently employers. They 
were out to "break" labor unions, 
and to show 
the 
workingman 
"where he belongs." In shameless 
selfishness and class consciousness, 
and without any trace of concern 
5ifor human values or for 
human 
responsibility, they voiced a state 
of mind that was really medieval— 
•the"state of mind that caused the 
Russjan revolution. 
Though they had neither knowl- 
edge nor Imagination 
to enable 
them to perceive It, those three 
men better friends of Bolshevism 
than any of the alien soap-box ora- 
tors in Union Square, New York. 
Whatever they may be In their 
private lives, these men are sheer 
exploltatlonlsts and autocrats, en- 
mles of democracy, of brotherhood 
and of applied Christianity. They 
belong, mentally %.nd socially, back' 
In the dark ages. 
Fortunately they are not repre- 
sentative of most employers. Not 
coercion, but co-operation, is the 
modern mood. The bigger the bus- 
iness man today, the likelier he is 
to conduct his business In a spirit 
of-mutual responsibility. Interde- 
pendence Is the keynote 
of the 
most successful modern Industries, 
and workers are recognized as hu- 
man'beings, and not as mere.chat- 
tels or machines. , 
' 
, A New Idea That Is Old. 
"thla "new spirit In industry" Is 
as old as the Bible. Consider the 
three quotations which are the as- 
signed Sunday school lesson—a les- 
son that will be studied by millions 
of young people and adults. 
It 
seems Providential that this theme 
should confront the Sunday schools 
of the land just at a time when the 
labor question Is ah acute Issue be- 
tore governments and In popular 
thought: Here are the clear-cut 


, and explicit 
words 
from Holy 


', i, "Thou shall not oppress a hired 
r:*erva.nt that is poor and needy, 
Whether he be of thy brethren, or 
thy strangers that are in thy land 
Within thy gates; at his day them 
Shalt uivo him his hire, 
neither 
'•hall the sun go down upon It; for 
fte is t>oor, and setteth his heart 
upon It; lest he cry against thee 
tinto he Lord, and It be sin unto

In the case of the Apostolic church, 
but that seems to have ben a to- 
tal failure; for soon the converts 
on the mission field were sending 
alms to their fellow disciples 
in 
Jerusalem. 
One by one, single soul by single 


soul, the Scriptures treat human 
beings. They let nobody take re- 
fuge in a class. Individual respon- 
sibility Is Inescapable. The employ- 
er must answer to God for the way 
he has fulfilled his trust; the work- 
er must answer to God for the way 
he has done his task. 
That sense of God as a third par- 


ty to* every transaction between hu- 
man beings makes for 
justice, 


good will and brotherhood. It but- 
tresses our belief that there is no 
"divine right" as pertaining to any 
group, be It an aristocracy or a la- 
bor union. God regards us all as 
His sons, and brothers one of an- 
other. Anud when men in the of- 
fice and men in the shop accept 
tehlr responsibilities as a personal 
stewardship from God, there are 
not likely to be any serious labor 
troubles. There Is then for them 
even a higher law than the Gold- 
en Rule—the sense of obligation to 
do whatever God would 
Hk* to 
have them do. 


Odds on the Worktngnuui 


A careful survey of the origins 


of the great constructive leaders 
of our generation—the Kdlsons, the 
Fords, the Eastmans, the Steln- 
metzes, etc.—shows 
that practi- 
cally all of them have come from 
the homes of worklngmen, 
and 


were themselves artisans. Few cre- 
ative minds of. great social and po- 
litical leaders have been produced 
in homes of wealth, with aristo- 
cratic traditions behind them. So 
insidious are the enervating forces 
which sap the stamina of young 
men who do hot have to struggle 
that the best 
to be expected of 
sons of privilege is that they will 
conserve what they have Inherited. 
The odds are all with the boy who 
has to endure and to toll. 
One of the amazing aspects of 
the present labor government in 
Great Britain is that practically 
all of Its leaders got their Inspir- 
ation and training 
in Christina 
work.. It is thrilling to hear Ram- 
say MacDonald portray the past, 
as evangelists and church work- 
ers, or himself and his associates. 
It goes without saying that if the 
leaders of this and the next gen- 
eration are to come from the ranks 
of the tollers, then is is supreme- 
ly important that the influence of 
Christianity, upon 
all workers 


should be kept strong and vital. 
Instead of boasting of the num- 
ber of its rich members, a church 
should be proud of its working- 
men. 
The Man on the Job. 


Our contemporary social debate 
has to do with the oft-contending 
classes, the employer *nd the em- 
ployed. Another phrase of the ques- 
tion, perhaps even more impor- 
tant, has to do with the spirit and 
the efficiency; ' of the Individual 
worker, whether* he -be boss or 
toiler. 
Christianity makes 
effi- 
cient men and women. Its pri- 
mary product is human character. 
The Bible's constant stress upon 


faithfulness makes hard reading: 
for every, slacker. We deeply need, 
In highest .and lowest posts, in- 
dustry that is not through and 
through with Christian integrity. 
Kipling volce4 the day's plaint: 


"From forge and farm and mine 
and bench, 
Deck, altar, outpost lone- 


Mill, school, 
battalion, 
counter 


trench, 
Rail, senate, sheepfold, throne— 
Creation's cry goes up on' high 
From age to cheated age: 


'Send us the men who do the work 
For which they draw the wage.' 


"When through the Gates of Stress 
and Strain 
Comes forth the vast Event— 
The simple, sheer, sufficing, sane 


Result of labour spent— 
They that have wrought the end 
unthought 
Be neither saint nor sage,

ed by the Forest Service, 
United States Department of 
Agriculture. 


The conservation law of 


New York was amended dur- 
ing the year to permit the 
purchase and 
development 


of State forests outside the 
"preserve counties" of the 
Adirondack and Catskill re- 
gions. 
California provided 


for setting aside and placing 
under management as State 
forests tax-delinquent cut- 
over lands. In Indiana, New 
Jersey, Ohio, South Carolina, 
and Vermont, land purchas- 
es or the acceptance of gifts 
of land for State forests and 
forest parks were authoriz- 
ed. In Ohio, the authoriza-

Recognition of the need 


for more public ownership 
of forests as a means of les- 
sening the accumulation of 
idle lands, due largely i,o 
their abandonment for farm- 
ing, was also seen in legisla- 
tion aimed at the extension 
pf county and town forests 
in two of the States. Rhode 
Island provided for the es- 
tablishment of town forests, 
while New York authorized 
contribution of State funds 
to counties that will contrib- 
ute at least equally to buy 
lands, for county forests. 


Mississippi and North Ca- 


rolina removed certain lim- 
itations to federal land ac- 
quisition for national-forest 
purposes within these States, 
and the Missouri legislature 
passed enabling legislation 
allowing limited 
purchases 


of forest land by the federal 
government. 


forest tax legislation was 


enacted by several Spates 
during the year. Connecti- 
cut passed legislation allow- 
ing tax exemption for grow- 
ing timber until it reaches 
merchantable size. The leg- 
islature of North 
Carolina 


initiated 
a 
constitutional 


amendment that will permit 
forest property to be taxed 
under uniform special pro- 
visions. Washington -adopt- 
ed a -similar constitutional 
amendment. Maine readjust- 
ed the rates and conditions 
of taxation of forest lands, 
while Idaho established a 
nominal valuation and yield 
tax on forest-producing lands 
listed with the State co-oper- 
ative board of forestry. Min- 
nesota substituted a fixed 
annual specific tax for the ad 
valorem tax. 
Oregon pass- 


ed a reforestation Jaw which' 
prescribes an annual tax- of 
6 cents per. acre while tim- 
ber is maturing and a 12 1-2 
per cent yield tax when the 
crop is harvested. 
In addi- 


tion, owners are required to 
provide protection of 
the 


growing crop from fire. 


Forest fire protection laws 


were strengthened by a num- 
ber of States. Idaho author- 
ized the State forester to en- 
join further cutting of tim- 
ber on operations where the 
slash disposal laws have not 
been complied with. 
Cali- 


fornia provided for certain 
restrictions on designated 
hazardous areas, and also 
authorized municipalities to

scientific experience a n d 
training. But Secretary Wil- 
bur, who is himself a physi- 
cian, has carried the matter 
into the realm of statistics 
and reports that doctors are 
actually getting scarcer in 
country districts and over- 
crowding each other in the 
cities. 


The opportunities for prof- 


itable practice, the lure of 
specialization and the many 
advantages of city life for 
the professional man may be 
blamed for this uneven dis- 
tribution of the 
fraternity 


of healing. The situation has 
serious implications—serious 
for the rural population if it 
is to be left short of medic 
care and possibly serious 
the doctors themselves if too 
many of them invade the 
cities. The latter condition 
threatens the physicians with 
the fate of other professions. 
A few of them achieve dis- 
tinction and 
proportionate 


prosperity, but the majority 
make a poor living because 
of excessive competition for 
a limited amount of busi- 
ness. 


According to Secretary 


Wilbur, distribution of den- 
tists and nurses is equally 
disproportioned b e t w e e n 
country and city. Here the~re 
seems to be an opportunity 
for a new "back-to-the-land" 
movement, with great possi- 
bilities of profit and useful- 
ness for those who can re-| 
sist the city's lure and are 
ready to go where they are 
most seriously needed.

tory of American amateur 
football were so many teams

Never did so 


many spectators witness the 
games—therefore never was 
so much money spent. It 
needs no nice calculation to 
discover that football drew 
millions of people and mil? 
lions of dollars this year. 


More than a 
hundred 


teams have been regarded, 
this season of enough im- 
portance to have their week- 
ly scores printed in the metr 
rqpolitan newspapers. Time 
was when the playing of 
football was confined to a 
few Eastern coleges. Today 
every section has its confer- 
ence and every state has a 
number of teams. 


Every year finds the game 


more interesting to more peo- 
ple. 
Frequent upsets have 


shown that big schools have 
no monopoly over champion 
teams and that, as a whole, 
the teams are playing better 
ball. Even the rules com- 
mittees have failed to take 
the fight and interest out of 
the sport. 


The success of the season 


makes inevitable 
another 


post-season attack upon the 
sport from faculty members, 
who complain that the effect 
of intercollegiate football on 
the undergraduate is a "dis- 
tortion of values," with the 
result that academic work is 
relegated to a position of 
secondary importance. The 
public will hear again that 
the game has been taken out 
of the hands of the under- 
zraduates and put' into the 
hands of a staff of profes- 
sional coaches and graduate 
committees and that it is no 
longer a sport that is played

In it two motive*-were ad- 
vanced for the slaying—anger be- 
tween father and son \nd a desire 
of the son to obtain the family's 
meagre goods. 
Prior to the night of the shoot- 


ing, . the elder Rlley reprimanded 
Herman for bending a plowshare 
against a stump. 


"I got mad at my daddy In the 


field,"' the statement said, "because 
he got mad at me.. . My folks got 
along bad was one reason I want- 
ed to kill them." 


The murder, according to 
the 
statement, was planned beforehand. 
Young Riley purchased a pistol, 


and Friday night stayed away from 
home until certain his folk* were 
•sleep. Then he went home. 
He 
went Into the room where his moth- 
er and father were sleeping. 
"I bent and struck a match," the 
statement said, "to see how 
to 
shoot, and it went out, and I got 
within about two and one-half or 
three feet of- my dad and shot him 
in the head. Then my mother jump- 
ed up and ran into the yard and 
when she came back in I shot her. 
.. Then I went into the room and 
bud was fixing to get'up, and I 
shot him and tried to kill him. He 
fell off the bed and I got my coth- 
es bloody pushing him back." 
Walter Rlley was shot in 
face. 


He is recuperating in a Waxahachie 
hospital. 


The statement continued that Rif- 


ey changed his clothes,, 
hid the 


bloody ones and walked several 
miles to his uncle's house, to report 
that he had returned home and 
found the bodies. H* was arrested 
when the bloody clothes were found 
and Itentifled.

Studios, Inc., and the Pathe 
Motion Picture Exchange at Park 
avenue and 14th street today 
About 75 persons were in

building when the fire of undetr- 
mind origin, was discovered short- 
ly before 10 o'clock. 


Fed by Inflammable film, 
the 


flams quickly made an inferno of 
the interior of the brick buildings. 
Many barely saved their lives by 
jumping from 'windows. 


Four Alarms Sounded. 
Four fire alarms brought 
all 
available apparatus from 
Upper 


Manhattan and the Bronx. Several 
fireboats played streams on 
the 
flaming building from the nearby 
Harlem river. 
One woman was seriously Injured 


and taken away in one of many 
ambulances-that responded to> calls 
by police. Two men, burned about 
the hands, were taken to Harlem 
hospital. 


The stage was set in the rear of 
the first floor of the studio, and. 
"Eddie" Elklns, orchestra leader, 
had his fourteen musicians in p1.'- 
sitlon to start the overture for a 
miniature revue, produced by Har- 
ry Delmar. On the second 
floor 


about 30 women, in costume, were 
in their dressing rooms awaiting 
the call of the director. 


With cameras In position, direct- 
or ready and cast awaiting the call 
to "shoot," there was a flash from 
a black velvet drop in the rear of 
the sage. Flames followed.. The 
Etudlo crew, according to reports 
to the police, uncoiled a line of 
hose and started to fight the blaze. 


Fire Spread! Quickly. 
The fire spread with such rapid- 
ity that by the time the engines 
arrived the- studio building was a 
mass of flames, ana huge b-.'liow*: 
of smoke were pouring from 
the 


structure. 
Deputy Fire Chief Dougherty lm- 


dlately sounded second, third ana 
fourth alarms, bringing apparatus 
from the Bronx and msmy parts of 
Manhattan, ambulances and police 
emurgency squads and reserves. 
When the studio employes real- 


ized the flames were too much for 
them they shouted for everyone to 
flee from the bulludlng. The per- 
formers in the* dressing rooms fled 
down the stairs and Into the street 
where' they were given refuge in 
nearby offices. 
When firemen finally were able to

served with a warrant for his ar- 
rest. Young, he said, snatched at 
the bottle in an effort to destroy 
It, and during the scuffle between 
Danhour and the negro, Butler en- 
tered another room,

he 
found Young's wife. He heard a 
shot, Danhour said, and a moment 
later Butler fell to the floor near 
the doorway, where he died almost 
instantly.

74 years old, of Baldwin, Long Is- 
land. His design appears on 32,000,- 
000 seals which are being offered 
the people of Texas this Christie as 
to help stamp out tuberculosis. The 
seal shows a mediaeval bell-ringer 
pulling the rope 
which 
sends 
"health greetings" out to the world. 


When it was desired to obtain a 
new idea for the Christmas seal 
sale this year, Evans was found 
at his bench still at work as he was 
80 years ago, producing reproduc- 
tions of fine works of art such as 
he did for the Century Magazine 
until the process was abandoned In 
1900The Idea of the bell-ringer wasl 
utilized-as expressive of seasonal 
health greetings. 
The 
original 
painting was photographed on a 
block of wood much larger than the 
size of the finished product. Evans 
then tooled the wood to represent 
the lines and shadows desired, and 
the proof of this cut was used to 
make plates from which the seals 
were actually printed.

COTTON INDUSTRY 


OUTLINED TUESDAY 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 10.—WV— 
Initial steps of a program which 
may revolutionize the cotton in- 
dustry in America were outlined to- 
day by three members of the fed- 
eral farm board before they went 
into executive session with repre- 
sentatives of cotton from over the 
United States. 
Alexander Legge, 
chairman of 
the board; Jas. C. Stone and Carl 
Williams were present and discuss- 
ed "the present and future condi- 
tions find analyzing marketing con- 
ditions" with 150 leaders of the in- 
dustry. 
Establishment of a centralized 
co-operative marketing 
organiza- 
tion, embracing ail local and state 
co-operatives and controlled by'the 
federal government is the plan of 
the meeting. The cotton 
leaders 
expect the government to furnish 
the money to establish the organi- 
zation, estimated at amounts vary- 
ing from $10,000,000 to $40,000,000. 
The organization would eventually 
be sold back to the cotton growers 
In form of stock issued by the gov- 
ernment. The farm board would 
indirectly control_the policies.

"This would be a fairly good 
loan," the telegram said, "and would 
immediately relieve to a great ejt- 
tent the present distressing condi- 
tions and would certainly increase 
the membership in the coooeratlve 
associations. We believe tfat thp 
announcement of a loan of 20 cents 
per pound would actually result in, 
fewer loans and expenditure of less 
money by the government."

We still remember during the 


1928 Interscholastlc League tourney, 
the semi-final game between Prov- 
idence and Purdon In which 
the 


highly primed Purdon team fought 
the Providence quint to a fare ye 
well, and only submitted to defeat 
in an extra period, 27-26. 


The tournament this year prom- 
ises to be one of the best ever held, 
with no team standing out head 
and shoulders above the rest. With 
all due respect, credit, or what have 
you, to the Rice team, we do not 
think It ie as much better than the 
general run of teams as the great 
Providence quint of 1928-29.

BEING LASHEB BY 


FORM GALES 


MORE THAN HUNDRED LIVES 
LOST AND MANY SHIPS IN 


GRAVE DANGER OF LOSS 


LONDON, Dec. 10. (AP) 


—Known deaths in the ter- 
rific storm which has batter- 
ed Great Britain and the con- 
tinental coast for the past 
week today reached 
163, 


most of them at sea. 
Heaviest lessen were in waters 
around the British Isles where at 
least 69 vessels were wrecked or 
badly damaged. 
Partial reports tabulated In Paris 
showed 52 lives had been lost on the 
French coast or inland, while at 
least a half dozen steamers and 
fishing vessels foundered or were 
badly damaged.

LONDON, Dec. 10.—(ffV-Furious 
gales which have taken at -least 
108 lives and wrecked or damaged 
69 ships, 
continued to lash the 
northeastern Atlantic today. 
An unbroken stream 
of storm 
centers was sweeping in. from the 
Atlantic toward Great Britain. At- 
mospheric depression here was the 
greatest in 60 years.a reading of 
27 1-2 inches having been made. 
Severe tropical 
cyclones rarely 
force the barometer so low. 
The gales still raged furiously, 
although somewhat abatedly, from 
the mouth of the Elbe in the North 
Sea to Cape Finisterre, northwest- 
ern extremity of Spain. Coasts of 
Ireland, Scotland, Wales and Sus- 
sex were strewn with wreckage 
and dotted with crippled ships try- 
Ing to escape fury of the elements. 
The French coast had a similar 
aspect.

Considerable anxiety 
was held 
for several ships which had not re- 
ported their .positions and condi- 
tion, and it was feared loss of life 
and property might be greater. 
Fe«v For Trawlers 
Particular apprehension was felt 
for ten steam trawlers and a num- 
ber of sailing 
trawlers out of 
Great Yarmoouth smewhere in the 
North Sea, none of which were re- 
ported since Friday. The govern- 
ment broadcast a message to ship- 
ping in the North Sea to watch 
out for theite craft 
Sharp cold' weather and snow re- 
placed the warm weather 
which 
until last night accompanied the 
tempest, in some sections, and it 
was predicted temperatures woould 
fall over all the British Isles and 
Western Europe.

watch on the Thames, anxious lest 
the disaster of January, 1928, in 
London be repeated.

The Misses Rice, who In com- 
pany with their cousin, Mrs. H. 8. 
Lemmon of Memphis, Tenn., spent 
the Thanksgiving season on their 
fruit farm in the lower Rio Grande 
valley, have Just returned.' They 
give glowing accounts of the pro- 
gress and development of this mag- 
is valley, and especially of their 
wonderful citrus grove, their grape 
fruit this winter having taken the 
first premium at the Harllngen 
mid-winter fair over all the grape- 
fruit raised In the valley. In addi- 
tion to grapefruit they have raised 
on this place quantities of fine 
oranges and tangerines, samples of 
which they brought home 
with 
them. Their crop th'ls winter av- 
eraged over a car load to the ac- 
re, one tree alone producing thir- 
ty-three crates. The morning they 
left the valley they had the pleas- 
uring of witnessing the interesting 
sight of trucks driving up to the 
orchard and unloading squads of 
Mexicans, who under the supervis-

Miss Fannie Rice is very fond 
of this fine orchard, It having been 
pronounced by various citrus ex- 
perts as containing the best trees 
in the whole valley. However, they 
.tell us the entire credit of the de- 
velopment and present state of per- 
fection of this grove is due to the 
skilful and able care and manage- 
ment of the same by C. B. Kir- 
gan, who lives on the place and 


has it under his charge fop the 
past four years. Mr. Klrgan was a 
pleasant visitor to the Sun office 
last July, when he and his wife 
were visiting the Rice home, on 
their way home from their vaca- 
tion in Ohio. 
This was Mrs. Lemmon's first 
visit to South Texas and she was 
noticeably Impressed with the vast- 
ness and bigness of the state, and 
the huge scale upon which every- 
thing was conducted..

PRESIDENT'S HAITI 
MESSAGE SUBJECTED 


TO CLOSE SCRUTINY

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—m— A 
single phrase in President Hoover's 
special message to congress 
on 
Haiti seems destined to lead 
lo 
much debate liefore authority is 
voted the chief executive to send 
a special commission to the West 
Indian Republic. 


This phrase—"Our 
representa- 
tives in Haiti have shown great 
ability and devotion"—hss caught 
the eyes of several senators who 
ask whether Mr. Hoov.er with these 
worts sots the stamp of his ap- 
proval upon the administration In 
Haiti. 
Chairman Borah of the foreign 
relations committee, who has dis- 
agreed with both Democratic and 
Republican administrations in the 
matter of armed intervention in 
Latin-American countries, adds an- 
other inquiry of why another com- 
mission when there has been ono 
in Haiti for 14 years. 
The Idahpan has stated that if 
the president intends to "clean up" 
the. present situation he is ready to 
help, but he is far from the view 
that conditions 
in Haiti under 
American assistance are what they 
should be. In fact he has publicly 
stated they were "intolerable." 
Other senators take a like view, 
although there is little question 
now that congress will vote the au- 
thority and the funds to send a 
commission, to include members of 
the house and senate, to the little 
republic to study the situation and 
make recommendations as to a fu- 
ture policy, both before and after 
the expiration of the 1916 treaty In 
May, 1936. 
When the Wilson administration 
negotiated the treaty under which 
the United States was to "assist" 
the Haitian authorities for a period 
of 20 years, it was assumed this 
would be ample time in which to 
put the Island government on a 
sound basis and permit American 
withdrawal with prospects of se- 
curity for foreigners there. Wheth- 
er co'ndltlons on teh Island are ap- 
proaching this ideal is one subject 
into which the proposed commis- 
sion would Inouire.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, 
Haiti, Deo. 
10.—(D—Haiti resumed Its normal 
aspect today confident there would 
be no continuation of week end 
rioting which cost lives of five na- 
tives and more than a score of 
wounded.

Rotch Bigelow, 22, a bride, 
both socially prominent in 
Boston, were found sho_t to 
death in an artist's studio in 
West 67th street last night 
in what police said was a suicide 
pact. 
The bodies, fully clothed, were 
found facing each other on a bed. 
•Crosby's left arm was about the 
woman's neck, and in his right 
hand was a .25-calibre pistol. Mrs. 
Bigelow was shot In the left tem- 
ple and Crosby in the right. 
There were no notes, and while 
the- police were convinced 
the 
oouple died in a suicide pact they 
:Were at a loss to ascribe a motive. 
Prominently Connected. 
Crosby had been registered since 
Nov. 28 at the Savoy Plaza hotel 
with his wife, the former Mrs. Ma- 
ry Peabody of New York, whom 
hem arried in 1922, and his mother, 
Mrs. S. V. R. Crosby. He was the 
son of Stephen

Rensselaer 
Crosby, Boston banker, a war vet- 
eran and a graduate of Harvard.

WRECK OF TWO-CAR DALLAS 
AND FT. WORTH INTERURBAN 


DALLAS, Dec. 11.—W>— Believed 
to have struck some metallic ob- 
ject on the track, a two-car inter- 
urban train, 
bound 
from Fort 
worth to Dallas jumped the rails 
two miles west of Dallas last night. 
Twenty people were Injured, four 
seriously.

scene.

Belief the train was thrown from 
the tracks by some object on the 
tracks was expressed by Motor- 
man J. S. Joyce'of Handley.

LIQUOR 


SEIZED IN RAID 


EAST CORSICANA 


County officers staged one of the 
biggest liquor raids in several years 
Tuesday afternoon when 450 jral- 
lons of liquor were seized in East 
Corsicana. The cache was discover- 
ed by Deputy Sheriffs J. M. West- 
brook and Jack Floyd about two 
o'clock and the moving of the eight 
barrels to the county Jail was com- 
pleted about 6 o'clock. Several of- 
ficers and workers labored for sev- 
eral hours removing the 
liquor 
from Its underground site. 
The raid was conducted at 618 
East Tenth avenue. Deputy Sheriff 
Walter Hayes and H. B. Davlss and 
W. W. Harris, county attorney and 
assistant county attorney, respect- 
ively, also were present before .the 
liquor was removed. 
A formal complaint was the al- 
leged violation of the prohibition 
laws was filed in Judge S. B. Jor- 
dan's court by ther aiding officers 
against Bob Mayo who' was placed 
in the county jail.
